Estimates of the federal Census 


Bureau released from Washington 
yesterday put the 1947 population 
of the United States at 143,414.000 
—a gain of 8.9 per cent since the 
last actual count, 1940. 


The 
same 
estimating 
system 


shows that Arkansas lost slightly 
during that seven-year period, hav- 
ing today 1,913,000. against 1,049,387 
in 1940—a drop of 1.8 per cent. 


Eight other states also lost popu- 


lation, according to the federal esti- 
mate. They are: Kentucky. Missis- 
sippi, Oklahoma, West Virginia, 
Nebraska, North and South Dakota, 
and Montana. 


The federal statement attributes 


much of the population shift to 
boom growth on the Pacific Coast. 
It is true that many Arkanasawyers 
went to California. 
Oregon 
and 


Washington during the war-plant 
era. They also went to Memphis, 
Chicago, Detroit, and Pittsburgh— 
as evidenced by changes in the 
subscription records o£ this news- 
paper. 


But they came back from most 


of those places—except for Califor- 
nia. And this brings me to certain 
conclusions 
regarding 
Arkansas 


and its future—conclusions that are 
applicable to the rest of the South 
as well. 
We need additional industry not 


merely to attract people 
from 


other states but to hold our own 
population at home. People go to, 
or remain, where there is oppor- 
tunity for new jobs and a greater 
opportunity in life. Such opportun- 
ity is providd by what is known 
as 
"expansion 
factors"— 
which 


may 
be one of several things: 


Additional land for farming, or 
new industry with freshly-opening 
jobs. 


It was the prospect of new land 


that got Arkansas settled in the 
first place. But there is no more 
free land here. Today our major 
expansion factor must be through 
industry and the jobs which it will 
afford to a growing population. For 
Arkansas' population is growing— 
all that the federal census csti- ! 
mates proves is that too many of 
our people leave to find jobs some- 
where else.
